THE TABERNACLE FILLED WITH TESTI- 
MOSIALS OF ESTEEM.

Corrected Surveys of the Panama ‘Oanal—

Loxpow, Feb. 11.—The final funeral services 
over the remains of the late Rev. Ohas. H. 
gpurgeon took © place at U o’clock this 
morning in the Metropoliten Tabernacle, 
where the body bas laid, practically in state, 
from the time it was brought to this city 
from Mentone, where the distinguished 
preacher died. The Tabernacle was packed 
almost to suffocation, everybody being 
dressed in deep mourning. 

The hymn, Servant ot God, Well Done.“ 
was sung in a really grand manner by the im- 
mense assemblage, nearly everybody joining 
in the singing. Secretary Harrold then de- 
uvered a touching prayer for the dead, 
dwelling most eloquently upon the work of 
the deceased, and the great amount of good 
he accomplished during his life time. The 
cands of Time Are Sinking,”’’ a favorite hymna 
of the dead pastor, was ana Dr. Person 
eloquently eulogized the pastor whe was 60 
well beloved by all who knew him. Dr. Pter- 
son said, among other things, that no greater 
misfortune has befallen the Christian church 
since the death of Charles Wesley. 

The funeral procession Degan to move from 
‘yn frontofthe tabernacle at 1o’clock. The 
hearse was followed by forty mourning 
ches, to which succeeded private car- 
riages of all kinds. An. immense crowd of 
neople, the majority wearing mourning, 
were collected at various points along the 
route, four miles long, and nearly all the 
shops gn both sides of the way were closed or 
had their shutters up. Religious bodies were 
represented in the precession. Four dele- 
gates from the Salvation Army occupied one 
carriage intheline. Everywhere the great- 
est respect was shown for the great dead. 
The sky was clouded all day, but the weather 
was moderate and the temperature almost

SPANISH ANARCHISTS. 


HE FOUR EXECUTIONS HAVE HAD A DISTURBING 
EFFECT. 

BARCELONA, Feb. 11 —The troubles mn Bar- 
celona between the Anarchists and 
authorities show po sign ofabating at pres- 
ent. but the two or three disturbances that 
bave occurred this week have not been 
serious enough to render necessary the cail- 
ing out of the military to ald the gendarmes 
in preserving order. Though revolver shots 
have been exchanged by the police and mem- 
bers of the mob, nobody has deen hurt, 
except a woman who, it is believed, had 
nothing whatever to do with the affair ia 
which she was wouaded. 

Ine executions of the four Anarchists at 
Xeres yesterday is believed to precipitated 
the distarbances, their friends here desiring 
to show their sympathy for them. During 
the past night proclamations were posted on 
the dead walls and other places about the 
city, menacing the Governinent with venge- 
ance for the execution of the \eres Anarch- 
ists and announcing that there would Ge 
further explosions of bombs similar to the 
one which exploded yesterday 

The distribution of these prociamations has 
had the effect of alarming the more timid of 
the inhabitants, who belleve a concerted at- 
tempt will be made to damage their prop- 
erty, Dut the authorities laugh the matter to 
scorn and say that the proclamations are the 
vaporings of someone who has not the 
courage to put his threats into execution. 
hey have nevertheless permitted no re- 
laxation ofthe public vigilance and arrests 
fre frequent of persons who are suspected of 
preaching the Anarchist doctrine. 

The leaders of the lawless element are 
pretty well Known to the police, and a close 
Watch is Kept upon their every movemespt.

SOUTHERN REPUBLICS. 


CORRECTED SURVEY OF THE PANAMA CANAL— 
BRAZIL'S TROUBLES. 

FAA, Feb. 11.—When it was first pro- 
posed to open the Panama Canal the scheme 
was strongly opposed on the ground that it 
would endanger millions of lives. It was as- 
serted tMat the waters of the Pacific were 
more than one hundred feet higher than 
those of the Atlantic, and that it they got 
headway inthe ditch they would drown the 
country around on the Atlantic side. It now 
turns out, after a careful survey, that the 
Atlantic isthe highest of the two, and that 
the difference is about six and a half feet. 

President Barillas of Guatemala has re- 
quested a denial to be made of the reports 
that he has been trying to incite a rebellion 
in San Salvador. ~ 

It has been decreed that rice, beans, peas, 
corn and hay and all kinds of vegetables may 
be imported free & duty. The duty on im- 
ports of cattle has also been removed. 

The selection of presidential electors ap- 
pears to have resulted favorably to Don Fran- 
cisco Lainfiesta, the Government candidate 
for the Presidency. 


BRAZIL'S TROUBLES. 

Rro GrRaNDE, Brazil, Feb. 11.—Viscount 
Pelctas has assumed command of the prov- 
ince of Rio Grande do Sul. At Corumba the 
garrison deposed Gov. Martinho and declared 
Corumiba the Capital of the State. They 
nominated Dr. Bohr in his place. The rev- 
olutionists are now marching upon the city 
of OCtyaba. The rebels in Santa Catalina 
have Geposed Gov. Muler. 


SALVADOR. 

Sar SALVapDor, Feb. H. — Congress will meet 
on Feb. 12. Capt. Kooke of the British war- 
stip Champion paid a visit to thiscity yes- 
terday. He was accompanied by several of 
his officers.

A BILL LIKELY TO BE AGREED UPON 
NEXT WEEK. 


A Question of Divided Anthority—Oana- 
dian Reciprocity Commissioners at the 
State Department—Missourians at tho 
Capital—Pushing the Free Coinage 
Measure—Oongressional Proceedings. 


Wasuinoton, D. C., Feb. 11.—The session 
of the Committee on Foreign Affgirs was con- 
sumed by a discussion of a Chinese exclusion 
bill before the committee. The Immigration 
Committee reported a Chinege bill and there 
is a cogfiict of jurisdiction in committee over 
this subject, the Foreign Affairs Committee 
boilding that asthe measures involve treaty 
obli ns, the Foreign Affairs Committee 
properly has charge of the bills relating to 
the Chinese question. The discussion showed 
that the Committee is not en- 
tirely harmonious, and that there 
are some differences of opinion as 
to how far it can go without violating treaty 
obligations. The first two sections of the 
bill were favorably considered after some 
modifications, but when the committee ad- 
journed a motion was pending to reconsider 
on one section. The committee made the 
bill a special order for next week and hope to 
reach a common ground on which the mem- 
bers can unite. It is probable at the next 
session or two a bili will be agreed upon. 


FREE COINAGE,

Death of Col. ¢irant, the African 3x 
plorer. 


Lorpox, Feb, 11.—Col. James Augustus 
Grant, C. B., C. 8. I., the African traveler, 
died at Nairn, Scotland, to-day. Col: Grant 
was a retired Lieutenant-Colonel in the Ben- 
gal Army. He was born at Nairn in 1927, and 
in 1846 was appointed to the Indian Army, 


and after serving gallantly in other corps 
did duty with the Seventy-eighth Highignda- 
ers under Gen. Havelock at the reilef of 
Lacknow, where he was wounded while in 
command of two companies of that regi- 
ment. In 1860-3 Grant explored the 
sources of the Nile in company with the late 
Capt. Speke. In 1968 Col. Grant served with 
the Abyssinian expedition under Lord Napier 
of Magdala, and was nominateda Compan- 
ion of the Order of the Star of India, for his 
services in that capacity. He was the author 
of books of African fravel. He was 
decorated with several medals for 1

THE DETAILS OF RUMORED CABINET 
CHANGES COMING TO LIGHT. 


Wanamaker to Go vo France and the 
Iowa Statesman to Succeed Him- Pres- 
sure That Brought Out the Blaine Let- 
ter—Republican Candidates and Their 
Chances—Political News. 


New York, Feb. 11.—4 gentleman with 
every means of obtaining inside tmforma- 
tion, says that about two weeks ago Stephen 
B. Elkins came to New York charged by 
President Harrison With a mission of peace 
to Gen. James 8. Clarkson and to offer him a 
port-folio in his Cabinet, either as Postmas- 
ter-General or Secretary of the Interior. 
Clarkson was at that time, nominally at 
least, a supporter of the candidacy of James 
G. Blaine and had not softened any in his 
attitude of hostility toward Harrison, and 
is reported to have rejected emphatically the 
overtures made by the President through 
Secretary Elkins, ng that if he had 
wanted a place in son’s Cabinet he 
could have had it at tha fret. When he went 
to the President to ask the appointment as 
Postmasgter-General of John Wanamaker the 
President said to him that he could have that 
Office for himself 1% he desired it, but he 
(Clarksog) replied that he was not seeking 
anything for himself. 

ELKINS EXPLAINS. | 

Up to the time Elkins paid him this? visit 
Clarkson is said to have believea that Blaine 
— — be a candidate for the Presidency 
and would be nominated. Even then it was 
explained that Secretary Noble was 
to be appointed. to the vacancy 
on the Supreme Court denen just 
made by the death of Jastice Joseph P. Brad- 
ley, and that Wanamaker was % go to Paris 
to succeed Minister Whitelaw Reid, whose 
resignation was declared to be in the hands 
of President Harrison. 

Secretary Elkins is said to have assured 
Clarkson that Mr. Blame would not be a an- 
didate for the presidency, but this Clarkson 
would not admit unless it wassostated by 
the Secretary of State himself. Elkins re- 
turned to Washington and reported to Dis 
chief. The President conferred with the 
Secretary of State, andthen it wasthat Mr. 
Blaine determined to declare publicly that he 
would not be a candidate. He wrote the let- 
ter that has since been published and placed 
it in the hands of Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker, who undertogk to re-open negotia- 
tions with Clarkson og behalf of the Prési- 
dent on the strength af Blaine’s letter, which 
was addressed to Clarkson. 

WANAMAKER’S MISSION. 

With a knowledge of the contents of this 
letter Mr. Wanamaker came to New Yor last 
Saturday and visited Gen. Clarkson at the 
Plaza Hotel. The conference begun on Satur- 
day, was continued an Sunday, and when be 
returned to Washington Mr. Wanamaker is 
said to have brought back Gen. Clarkson's 
acceptance ef the Pos{magter-Gefieraiship. 
Mr, Wanamaker is said to Dave told Gen. 
Clarkson that he had tired ot the arduous 
duties of the Post-office Department and 
wanted a rest. The President had offered 
him the French mission, which Minister 
Whitelaw Reid was going to surrender, and 
he was inclined to accept the proposition. 

NURTURES A HOPE. 

Gen. Clarkson ts filled with an ambition to 
be his party’s candidate for the presidency, 
but is said to have concluded that the time 
was not propitious for Rig entry into the race 
this year. He had concluded, after a careful 
survey of the situation, to coach Blaine for 
the race.this year, become an active factor 
in his ddministration, and re in the 
meantime to take the nomination for himself 
when it should next come around.

The Railroad Crossings Must Have 
Better Protection. 


PROBABILITY THAT THE NEW BILL 
WILL BE PASSED UNANIMOUSLY.

It Will Cover All Dangerous Or@sings, 
but Not Interfere With Freight Yards 
and Private Switches—Views of Some 
Members of the House of Delegates 
on the Measure. 


The bill for the better protection of the 
public at railroad crossings will, ifit takes 
its regular course, be referred in the Council 
to Messrs. Arnstein, Cullinane, Hoolan, 
Meter and Wehner and in the House to 
Messrs. Bradshaw, Clark, Cronin, Egan and 
McGroarty. These gentlemen constitute tBe 
railroad committees of the two houses. Al 
the members of the Council Committee have 
expressed themselves as favoring the erec- 
tion of gates or bars at all dangerous cross- 
ings and the placing of both night and day 
watchmen at every one of them, and 
by dangerous crossings’’ is meant cross- 
ings that are used a good deal either by the 
railroad companies or the public. The bill 
will not include private switches or the 
crossings in freight yards that are being con- 
stantly used by teams in going to and coming 
from cars on side tracks. The tracks on the 
river front which are crossed by teams at ali 
points will not be interfered with, and there 
are a few crossings in the suburbs that are 
seldom used which will not be included in 
the bill, and also, perhaps, for special 
reasons some others, but the provisions of 
the new ordinance will be made to appis to 
the great majority of railroad crossings 
within the city limits. Mr. Arnstein, the 
Chairman of the Council Committee on Rall 
roads, is now engaged in drawing up the 
dill and intends to introduce it 
next Tuesday evening. It was his intention 
at first to present only the skeleton of a dul 
and leave the work of filling out the details 
to the committee, and that was to have beer 
done last Tuesday night, but the entire even- 
ing was consumed in discussing the Ziegen- 
bein matter and one or two other pending 
questions and no time was left for new busi- 
ness. The new ordinance is intended to take 
the place of the present inadequate laws on 
raflroad and there is little doubt 
that if it Is properly enforced by the Police 
Department the annual list of frightful acct-

up at the Four Courts accused of setting fire 


tothe place. Sam Banks, whohas been ar- 
rested before on charges of arson, is a junk 
dealer, in business at 616 Lucas avenue, for- 
merly Christy avenue, and lives with his 
wife and several children in a suite of 
rooms over his shop. His is about 
80 years of age and bas been in the junk bus- 
mess about eight years. He was taught the 
business by Wm. Weisman, whose stable was 
burned and who owns another junk shop 
in partnership with William Larner at 607 Lu- 
cas avenue, afew doors further east on 
fhe game street. Harry Sterns is about 2 
years ot age, in the employ of Banks, and 
lives with his parents at Seventh and Wash 
streets. There is an intense business rivalry 
between Banks, his man Sterns 
and Weisman and Larner, but Banks 
claims it was only business rivalry and not 
prejudice or unfriendly feelings. 

Weisman & Larner kept six horses, their 
harness, feed and other belongings in 
a stable in the rear of 1106 
North Eighth street. Every morning very 

Moses Weisman and Charlies Slinsky, 
intheemploy of Weisman & Larner, go to 
the stables to groom and feed the horses and 
prepare for the day’s work. When they 


reached the stable this morning 
they saw flames breaking out 
of the structure in several places, 


and at the same time noticed two men 
sneakingaway. They chased the men some 
distance, but the fellows were more fleet of 
foot then their pursuers and escaped. 


Slinsky ran to the engine- 
house on Eighth street and gave the 
Alarm. When the firemen arrived the 


stable was one great flame in which the 
reared, plunged and screamed. The 
fire was too hot for the firemen to attempt 
rescue, and they saw the horses 
fai one Dy one defore the water 
thrown on the fire had any perceptible 
affect on the names. The stable and out- 
houses were completely destroyed, causing a 
loss of $100 to the structure and to the 
horses, harness and feed.

THE CONTEMPT CASE. 
A Fast Freight Line Manager in the United 
States Court. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 11,—Richard Dowie 
of Detroit, Mich., manager of the Great East- 
ern Fast Freight line, was again brought be- 
fore the United States Court hereto show 
cause why he should not be punished for con- 
tempt ot court for his refusalto answer be- 
fore the federal Grand-jury certain questions 
and produce certain records and papers if 
cases wherein itis soughtto return indict- 
ments for. violations of theinterstate com- 
merce law. 

The case involves questions of widespread, 
importance. It grew out of the indictments 
returned last July against Milton Knigfit, 
general traffic manager ofthe Wabash Rall- 
road, and J. M. B. Kehlor, a shi pper, for al- 
leged violations ofthe interstate commerce 
act. At about that time similar in- 
dictments were found in Chicago, Kansas 
City, St. Louis, Memphis and other points 
throughout the country. Jan. 11 last all 
these cases received a severe backset by a 
decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the case of Counselman of Chicago, 
a shipper, who, standing on his rights as an 
American citizen, had refused to testify be- 
fore the Grand-jury upon points which in 
his judgment would tend to criminate him- 
self. 

The ground taken bythe district attorney 
was that the case did not come within the 
purview of the Counselman case for the 
reason that Mr. Dowle, in his position as 
Manager of the Great Eastern Fast-Freight 
Line, assumes a quasi-pablic function, and 
that, therefore the public has a right tothe 
papers which he was called uponto produce. 

It is pretty well settled that the object in 
view in bringing Mr. Dowle here was not 
only to iusure the conviction of Milton 
Knight, but also to insurethe finding of in- 
dictments against the officers and agents of 
other ratiroad companies.

Reault of the Priests’ Atte! r Influence 
Archbishop 


The committee of priests of this diocese 
who were appolited to wait on 
Archbishop Kenrick and lay before him 
the desire of his clergy to. have 


him consent to the selection of. a coadjutor 
andthe promulgation of the decrees of the 
Baltimore Council, are reported to have 
called on him, and’ met with so favorable a 
ere as to lead them to believe he 
equi esce. This will be news to 
Catholic men and prelates all over the 
country as the long continued op ition of 
the venerable Metropolitan of St. Louis to 
the appointment of a coadjutor was under- 
stood to arise from circumstances 
which would keep him from 
ever yielding. As already explained in these 
columns, the Archbishop was offended at the 
Propa da for a breach of etiquette in 
neither consulting or notifying him at the 
o hisformer coadjutor Archbishop Ryan 
was removed to Philadelphia. 

During the Jubilee celebration the matter 
was urged on him by the visiting prelates 
without success. shortly after the death of 
Archbishop Loughlin of Brooklyn served as 
a warning to the parianes of thig city and 
they determined urge the matter 
themselves. The full “detalis ot this move- 
ment have already been told in this paper.

There are no irremova- 
ble rectors in this diocese at 
present, and they alone with the 
consultors have the right to vote on the se- 
lection of names for the bishopric. Father 
Phelan’s suggestion is that consultors 
could be appointed by the votes 
of the clergy and the Archbishop 
could then take counsel with them and de- 
clare who are the irremovable rectors. It 
would then only be necessary to select three 
names to be sent on to Rome. 

It is still an open question in the minds of 
the priests of this city whether the Arch- 
bishop gave his consent to the matter.
